4. Claims 1 , 3, and 5-6 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The applicant's Remarks, filed on 04/24/2006, have been carefully reviewed with 
update search. Consequently, reasons for allowance of claims 1, 3, and 5-6 are set 
forth in the following. 

Regarding claims 1 and 6, the prior art made of record fails to clearly teach or 
fairly suggest the feature of a receiver comprising a plurality of antennas, antenna 
switching device, detector, controller for controlling the antenna switching device, 
wherein the controller has a judger forjudging a reception state of each antenna, and 
when there are a plurality of antennas capable of receiving signals without any troubles, 
the antenna switching device is controlled so as to select a reception signal from an 
antenna having a low antenna gain, in combination with other limitations, as specified in 
the independent claims 1 and 6, and further limitations of their respective dependent 
claims 3 and 5.
